Not loii^' ai^o we saw one of Ihct-f 
bags, wLicli in si/.i' and sliajie resenililes 
a lady's |>erfuiiie salebet, ant! it li!ul 
been worn so long about the necl; that 
it was as black as the ebony skin u[)on 
wbicb it bung, and as sleek nnd L'rt'a.>jy. 
The prisoner, to whom it belonged, full 
upon his knees and the tears coursed 
down his black chei^ks in I'iviilets wlein 
the Jailer atleiiipled to take it oil'. 
AViicn aski'd if it had ever ser\ fd iiiin 
in any way, ho narrated a number of 
miraculous escapes from deatli and in- 
jury, all of which be attributed to the 
bag.

Voatcnlay morning the wiM'kmen at 
Ilendrix A- Willingliuiu's planing mill, 
at the foot of ( 'lierry street, had occa.s- 
ion to cut down a pine tree, and iu the 
heart of it was found two of these rags. 
Mr. Gus Hendri.\ brought them to this 
olVicn with the plugs. We unwrapped 
one of them, and fmirid it to contain 
nails, glass, wood, etc., ami probably 
been placed in tli(^ ti i-e for a yeai- nr so, 
as the holes were about seven fceel 
from the ground. A.s tiie holes were 
always bored at the height of the per 
son for whoso benefit tbery were bored, 
the tree has grown considerably since. 
From the fact that two holes wert; ia 
the tree, it is ev indent that they were 
intended for the same person, who was 
probably very sick on two occasion.

Iv bv weak creatures like the smaller 
jjouohed animals of Austrtdia and Tas- 
mania.

One 
by one they died out before the face of 
the younger fauna, until at last only 
a few crocodiles and alligators, a few 
great snakes, and a few big turthis, r3- 
main amongst the wee skulking lizards 
ami geckos to remind us of the cnor 
mous reptilian tv[)K that crowded the 
surface of the liassic oceans.— (1 rant 
Allen, in .Longmmi's for January. 



A yew Use For Sawdust. 

The Degeronto, Out., Ilearhl states 
that patents have been issued to K. W. 
Hathbun and George Walker for blocks 
of consolidated sawdust and tar, m'xed 
in certain |)ro[)Ortions, for the manu- 
facture of guH for light and fuel. The 
gentlemen referred to are, one of the 
proprietors and the cliemist of the Rath- 
bun L'ompany, of Deseronto, near the 
foot of Lake'Oiitaric), that cut.s about 
,000,000 ft. of lumber a year. This 
company lia.s been for some time pro- 
(icably extracting acids from sawdust, 
and the present invention is one of the 
reault.s of the practical information 
they have acquired in this way. tt has 
long been known that gas of good 
([Ualiiv, in moderate quantities, could 
be obtained by the ilistillation of wood, 
but it has only been demonstrated with- 
in a few years, tlmt by heating wooil to 
a very high temperatures enornioii.s 
([Uantitiiis of gas could be produced as 
coniparcd with coal. T'aking this hint 
it is proposed to ni.'Uuifacture gas from 
sawdust aiiil mill refuse. While on the 
niuiuifacturiiig scale only about 9,000 
to 10,000 cubic feet of gas are obtain- 
(id from a ton of coal, it is not unusual 
to obtain .'10,000 cubic feet from tbo 
siuiie weight of wood, liy this recent 
iiivenliou, ajar producing material is 
obtained from sawdust froui which 10,- 
000 feet of gtts of any desireil illundnat- 
iiig power may be obtained per ton. 
The invention referred to consisla in 
mixing tar, while in a fluid state from 
beat, witb sawdust, [and after thurought 
Iv mixing these ingredients imniediat(! 
ly consoliilating them in a ]iowerful 
machine cajiable of ellccting .so close a 
union between them .so as to render 
their .si'iiaration during roosting im- 
possible. The dilferenco iu cost ac- 
cording to ;\[r. Walker's calculation, 
betwef.'u coal and wooti gas isenormoiis 
and he adds that with very fitw changes 
eoal gas works can be used for sawilust 
blocks. The cost of coal gas he esti 
mated at from 50 to 75 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet in the holder, whereas the 
cost of gas from iho block would be 
.'^6.1-J for ;!.^,000 cubic feel, or 1 tl 1 Ic. 
per 1 ,001) cubic fei^t, tlu^ product in 
gas of 2,000 of gas blocks. If the.se cal- 
culations arc anywhere near correct 
a revolution in gas manufacturing may 
be anticipated.

Thus 
the French found that their attem[)is 
with the mitrailleuse, even at short dis- 
tance of 1,200 yards, were perfectly 
futile, and that their new weajion Imd 
not the slightest chance against the Held 
artillery of that time. Since then the 
field artillery has more than double its 
etliciency. Against their shrapnel thrown 
the present high velocities, the mitral 
lease would have less chance than ever. 
The reply of the tJerman army to thi! 
(piestion, "What istlu: place of the in.i- 
chine gun in the liehl of battle!" has 
been, ask "It has noplace, and whati ver 
additional men and hor.ses can be given, 
.should be devoted t(i increasing the lield 
artillery. Accordingly macliine guns 
have not been introduced for the lielil, 
but ihe field artillery has been largely 
increased in proportiun to the other 
arms. ICxactly the same course has 
been pursued byj the French and by 
every other great continental power. 
None have adopted machine guns for 
the field; all have increa.sed^and devel- 
oped their field artillery.

NiliiUsni in 
llusHia, socialism in ( ii-iiuany , fi iiiaus anil 
dyimraiters in Englaud. ami tui lmli iit au- 
arokists throngUont Eninin' gi'iunally, show 
to what a serious extent this feeling has ob- 
tained. In Kussia can be seen the workings 
of an or<,'aiiizatinn fonncd and rrcrnited 
from all tliu giiuU s and rlasscs of life, 
whose inhuiuaii uii;aiis tii attain a desired 
end stump tliem with an infamy and coward- 
ice whieh is only e(|ii,illi il hy the iron ileniiut- 
ism whose rule tln'V tints iMuu'avoin to over- 
throw. That tile' people of liiisaia have 
hi!en a lon^^-siitrerinn one, few will deny. 
Dowu-troddeii foi at^es jiast, ruled willi a 
tlespotic hand, they have remained ii seuii- 
barbaric, semi-civilized nation in the midst 
of others the most eiiliyhteui'duud advanced : 
a rennirkable and solitary exception to the 
natural law of progn ss, which may, how- 
ever, admit of tln' cxplunation that its com- 
pariitive inaeeessiliility. canseil liy its rigor- 
ous eliinate and want of eoiuniuiiicfttiou 
thioti^'hoiil its vast exteut, have fostered its 
isolation, and liilt too well serv.-d the pin- 
[inse of its auto<'ratie inlets, lint whatev.'r 
their wron;4s anil injuries, the nihilists of to- 
day ooeupy the anoiinilous posiiiiui ot try- 
iug to remedy evil with evil, nncl in the 
furtherance of tlieir policy of ilestntetion 
tleVise cruel means ami intliet torture, ami 
lire met with the same. If they are deter- 
mined to overthrow the jiowers that he, 
why do not they nsi- the evident complete 
system of secrecy they possess in organiz- 
in<; a widespread and gigantic revolt and 
war ojieuly with the govoruiuent whose ad- 
ministration is so iilihorrcnt to them. Thoy 
would at least then only iujuve tliose against 
whom their efforts were levelled without de- 
stroying many innocent lives as in their 
present ruthless atteiuiJts ul the lives of the 
Czar and his luinistiy. 

No niatter how righteous an end may he, 
or may he considered to he, such does not 
render all means to attain it jiistifiahlo. 'I'he 
same tactics, only if possible on a mon- 
cowardly scale have been adopted by foni- 
ans whose misguided cffortH to injure 
England have assumed a form of indis- 
erimiuate deslruetion which appears 
liencliHl' to the last degree. The utter 
recklessness displayed as to who may sulVer 
from the explosicnis of dymuuite and infer- 
nal machines, is producing a revulsion of 
feeling among those who looked with some- 
thing akin to eoiiqiassion on the state of 
Ireland, and who aekuowledged the many 
wrongs that she has sustained. What en- 
couragement do such agitators give 
England to adopt ii lihcrid policy toward 
the unfortunate island of tlioir brtth? 
They may not yet have all the rights to 
whieli thi y are justly entitled, but they are 
politically s|ieaking, in a far better position 
to-day than previous to ISOK. when home 
and foreign ctl'orts asstiliied a more iiaturiil 
form, and were the exceptions aad not tin- 
rule, and when legislative union of the two 
countries was unknown. During tin- jires- 
eiit century there has only liceii one at- 
tempt at insurrection and since tie n agita- 
tation has degeuernted into sicret and 
desultory attacks of feiiians, Tln ii political 
liberty i" however still limited, and the 
English government is liable to take the 
acts of the dynamiters as the expression of 
feeling of the whole Irisll nation, and utter- 
ly refuse to recognize any increased latitude 
in this respect. The tacit encouiagenieiit 
that the rnited Slates have olleri'd to the 
dynaniile faction, will ultimately re<'oil 
upon their own hi-ads; for these agitators, 
whose motto seems to lie ' kill I kill '" are 
injuring themselves and all with whom 
they come in contact liy the aiioplion of 
such unworthy means of reform, 

J'jven ill this peaceful comnninity this 
disturbed clement is iiiakiug itself appar- 
ent, for there are grave reasons to snpiae-e 
that certain agents of feuians are in the 
I'rovince with sinister intentions. Extra 
precautions have been taken hy the govern- 
nieiit and naval iiuthorilics against the iios- 
sihle acts of susiM-cled dynamiters : guards 
have lieeii plact^il around all govcrnne nt 
huildings; ami those of tlic wiushiji 
doubled. Visitors unliss well-known or 
bearing written orders are not allowed on 
board. It is to he ho]ieil that these pre- 
cautions may prove to have been unneces- 
sary. No doubt tin' reasons which have 
actuated the taking of precautions at Uali- 
fas, Ottawa and Toronto have moved the 
anthorities here. One thing is certain, if 
perpetrators of such fiendish acts of dostrue- 
lion as have lately been attempted, are dis- 
ccivered, it will fare very hard with those 
who may hcdealt within British Columbia. 

THE SETTLEMENT BILL. 

MoNTUKAL, March 10. — It is said that 
the Canrtdian Pacific is ciulcavoring to up- 
set the agreement by wliich the .Vinurican 
coinpiiny oilers to coiKstnict- the li.squinialt 
and Nanaimo railroad on A'aticouver Is- 
land, in consideration of tlio ownership of 
coal lands on tiio island. It is cl.iinn'd 
tho ooiniiany is identical with ollior ooiii- 
IKiiiies controlling lands of Waaiiingtoii 
Territory, and that tlie cession means 
handing over the entire coal btiniiiess of 
the Pacific slope to a monopoly.

liAWS vs. .JtrSTICE.

Liiiialic Asylum byiiis WilV 
—Tlie Courts Powerless 
lo Correct tlie IVroiigr. 

MoM'itK.u., Feb 2l>. — The case of Mr. 
James L. Webb, an inmate of tho Longuo 
Pointe Asylum, was argued in the Court 
of Appeal-", to-day before tho full bench. 
The Chief Justice pronounced judgment, 
(quashing the writ of habea« corpus. The 
act, like many others in the province ot 
tiuebec, the court said, w.is strangely 
contradictory. IL had tirst boon intended 
to give to tho interdiction for drunkenness 
t.:e same power aa to an interdiction for 
insanity, and then hy a s|iecial clause it 
detined the power of the curator to be the 
same as a curator for prodigality, which 
gave control over the peisuii. But the 
clause giving to tho curator the absolute 
power to [ilaco the party in a legal retreat 
remained, and it was explicit. In this 
case the petitioner had been iuterdicteil 
on the 8th of May and placed niider res- 
traint upon the 12th of January. The in- 
terdiction had been given witli the full 
consent of the family of tho petitioner, 
who appeared to be responsible and edu- 
cated persons. 

Mr. .iiistice Ramsey dis.ieiited from the 
decision, and Mr. .lustice i\Ioiick remark- 
ed that the law as it atoml was a most ex- 
traordinary one. Mr. Walsh had to re- 
turn to tho asylum, but his lawyer will 
take further proceedings to have him re- 
leased. 

The applicant for freedom was formerly 
iiianagcr of the Bank of Toronto at Pem- 
broko, Out. Ho states in his complaint 
that twelve months ago his half brother, 
the late John von Eter, dejiuty aheriU' of 
(juobec. died, making IVIr. Walsh his resi- 
duary legatee. A sum of $-1,-100 each was 
left to his live children, and a small he- 
ipiest to oliier [larties. The estate con- 
aisled ol bank stock", :iiiil real estati- 
amounting to from ,SriO,0(H) to fc;IOO,0t)0. 
Shortly after this a disagreement appe.irs 
to have taken place between Mr. Walsh 
and his family as to tho administration of 
the estate, which ended m his being in- 
terdicted for intemperance hy a judge of 
the Suiierior Courl here. On the night 
of the 12th of .lanu.-iry last, after he had 
retired to wM in Montreal and was as- 
lee|i, two polieemen entered his room and 
Insisted upon hi-i accompanying them to 
Longuo Pointe asylum, lie dmiianded 
their authority. Tho constables replied 
that they luid none and did not reipiire 
any, and he was marched oil to Liuigiie 
Pointe. Since then )ie has been coiirnied 
in the a.syluin in the ward with upwards 
of 70 luntitics. It appear.s the luily coiii- 
mitmenl was an order from ujiplieant's 
wife, who was appointed curatrix of the 
eat:ile during the Iflnn of her hnahaiura 
iiilei'diotion.

Crime has been holding high carnival 
in Portland for some time past, three 
murderers having been committed in the 
course of a few weeks. The Oregon itiii 
reports the death of William Rose, wdio 
was stabbed by Thomas Sheridan, in the 
bar-room of the International hotel on 
Sunday evening, March died yesterday 
aftoriioon at twenty minutes past two 
o'clock, from the Wounds that he'had re- 
ceived. Tliroiiyli eight days of constant 
sutl'ering and cuntiiiuul wasting away of 
his strength, with remarkable fortitude he 
seldom complained even of tho pain. 
He realizeil bow almost hopeless waa his 
conditiiui from the very first, and al- 
though expressing a wish that the one 
chance in a tlioiitand for his recovery 
might bo given to him, yet he talked 
quietly and even cheerfully of the near 
approach of death. Some few words that 
ho let full at one time told what an ain- 
bilious mind he possessed, and liow great 
Ilia disappniiitnieiil must have been ivhen 
he realized that the eoniniun end, the 
grave, was distant but a few days. Only 
ouee, when ho menlioued his mother's 
name, did the tear drops start into his 
eyes and roll down his pallid uheeks. i J is 
father and brother were most aasidiioiis in 
their watchful care and attention to the 
dying man's waiiia and searci'ly left his 
bedside. Tlieir presence ki'pt him cbeer- 
fill ,iiid seemed to even revive his failing 
energies. As a last resort the dilliciilt 
o|)eration of tranfiision of blood was :i I 
tempted by the attending surgeona. The 
wounded man's brother, Edward, ofl'ered 
hiuisidf as the I iviiig reservoi r f nun which 
to draw the vital tiiiid that il waa lio|ieil 
would restore the wasted frame. At this 
o|ieiMl ion, which it is believed, waa then 
atteiiiptuu for the lirat time in this state, 
there were present Drs. Wheeler, Mc 
Kenzie, Wells, ami Harry Laiio. 'i'he 
two brothers, ono in the full vigor of life, 
the other .scarcely breathing, were side by 
side, and a vein in the urni of each was 
opened. Through a lube the bright 
blood coursed friioly into the veins of tho 
wounded man, until eight ounces had 
been traiLifiised. There waa a iiuirked 
im|)roveiiioi!t 111 the wounded nian'a a])- 
[learaiice, aiul for iie;irly an hour one 
brothers blood ke[)t tliii other brother 
alive. P>til there was no foundation left, 
and i]uietly and peacefully life went out. 

Later in the day the surgeons made a 
post mortem e.Yaniiiiation of the wound, 
finding, as they had supposed, that the 
sub clavian artery was severed. .An in- 
(piest was also held by the coroner, and a 
verdict ret urned making Sheridan respon- 
sible to the death of Rosj. The body 
will be embalmed and taken to the home 
of the family at lleleua, Montana, for 
interinoiit. 

When Sheridan, who ia cimliiied in tli» 
county jail, heard of the death of liiu 
victim of Ilia murderous knife, lie expres- 
sed for the first time since the stabbing, 
sorrow over the deed. He was iuimedia- 
luly transferred from the main cell to the 
iron cage, recently vacated by Bloxam.

Terry, "and eacli day brings to me ne v 
suhjeclH that arc ploiisanl food for 
thought and stndy. Tlie iuidipnccH un3 
remarkable; and did tiu'v Imt appear 
ill tlift evening dross, as in Unglund, 1 
could .see but iilllo dillurence in their 
appearance from tlmse tn wbich I am 
accaatomed ait lionje.

Tlu^ iininediate cause of the decision 
to wliieli the .M'.^rv chieftains Inive 
come, may be considered the (dlc-et jiro 
(Inced on the minds of the 'rnrcnman 
ileputation to Moscow by the spectacle 
of the C/.ar's corn.'itioii. 'The impression 
created by the gorgeous cereninidnl wa-; 
lieightenod liy the pnsciicc of so nniuy 
Asiatic chiefs and knights at the anci- 
ent and historic enpital of Kussia. 'I'he 
tales they brought baek were exactly 
of the kind to the most iiiflupnee the 
iniuds of these wild but primitive child- 
ren of the desert; and when the Kl-.an 
of Khiva pr()lVere(l his guoil tiflices for 
the sett-lemeni of their rehilioiis with 
tlie llussian authorities, that section of 
the Teke tribe in favour of peace ac 
cepted them with the result now re 
vealed. The i)aity at .Merv desirous of 
uonekuling a friendly airaiigemenl with 
the t'zar has steadily increased in bolh 
iumil)iM-s and iiilkiciice during the hist 
four years; and death ha.-, deprived the 
councils of the Mervites of the few 
cliitfs who sup] orted to the end a 
jiolicy of freedom and detiance. The e.x 
act course which events have recem iy 
taken at the Ttn-coniiUi capital i> not 
known, and in fact does not very njucli 
matter, as the result alone is inirrest- 
iiig. The ehi(d's have teinlereil ilieir 
formal submission to the t'/.ar, an<l]thfy 
have promised to allow Kussiau ollieers 
and merchants to re.side in their midst. 
Tliev are also to phnlge tliein.sf.'l ves for 
the security, so far as it lie.', in their 
power to do so, of the r(]Ules from iIm^ 
O.xus to the Tejeiul; and they will uc 
cept the responsibilities of iiussian 
subjects, either by paying taxes or liy 
furnishing a inilitury contingent. The 
establishment of liussiaii power and in 
fluenco in .Mei'V will, therefore, lie as 
cotnpletp and an ellective as it jiussibly 
cm be without the ])resence of a Kus 
aian garrison.

inen of Paris in all magazines whore 
explosive or inflannnable materials are 
kept. .\riy "iie may easily make trial 
of it. Take an ubloiig phial of the 
whitest and clearest glass, ami put into 
it a |)iee(^ of phosphorus about llie size 
of a pea. Pour some olive oil boated to 
the boiling point upon the phosphorus: 
mi the phial about one third full, and 
then cork it tiyhily. T'o use this novel 
light, remove tlu; cork, allnw the air to 
enter the phial, and then re cork it. 'i'he 
empty space in theiiliial will become 
luminous, and the light obtained will 
he equal to that of a lamp. When *!"' 
light grows dim, its power can be in- 
creased by taking out the cork, and al- 
lowing a fresh supply of air to entei- 
tlie phial. In winter it is sometinu's 
necessary to heat the phial ijelween the 
liands in order to incruasi! tin; fluidity 
of the oil. The apjiaratus thus prepared 
may lie used for six months.
